Subject: — Import policy for Cinema machinery (including Studio equipment and 
projection and also including Sound recording apparatus for the produc¬ 
tion of Cinema films ) and parts thereof for April 1963— March 1964. 

No. 97-ITC(PN)/63.—According to the provision made in the preamble to 
Appendix 35 of the current Red Book, the spare parts and component parts of Items 
banned under the heading ‘Cinematograph equipments’ in List ‘A’ and under the 
heading ‘Cinema Machinery’ in List ‘B’ of Appendix 35 could be Imported under 
licences issued for Cinematographic equipments, components and spare parts falling 
under S. Nos. 65 (1-4) (II) (I) (il) (iii)/V and 69(5)(1)(1)/V, 65(1) (il)/V and 
65(5)0Kill)/V in accordance with lists IV, V, VI, VII, VIII and IX of Appendix 31, 
provided import of these spare parts and components is not otherwise banned. 

2. In the current Red Book the Established Importers’ quotas for component 
parts of Wireless reception Instruments and apparatus including electric valves, 
amplifiers and loudspeakers etc. falling under S.No. 290/IV have been made nil and 
the articles falling under this S. No. which are spare parts or components of banned 
items shown in lists A & B of Appendix 35 can no longer be Imported against the 
quota licences for Cinematographic equipments, components and spare parts. 

3, On a representation received from the trade, the position has been reviewed 
and it has been decided that the 1st half of the annual quota licences granted for 
the period April 1963—March 1964 for Cinematographic equipments, components 
and spare parts falling under S. Nos, 65(1-4) (H)(1), (ii), (lii) and 65(5)(1) (i), (ill and 
(lii) as Indicated in Appendix 31 to the current Red Book can be utilised upto 124 
per cent of their face value for import of the following components and parts of 
the wireless reception instruments and apparatus:— 

(i) Values— Of types other than the following and their equivalents: — 

EZ 80, EBC 81, EF 89. 

ECH 81. EL 84, EBF 89, 

ECI. 82. EM 84. UY 85. 

TIBC 81. UF 89, UCH 81. 

UL 84, UBF 89. UCL 82. 

UM 84. EL 86, EC 81. 

ECH 83 and EBF 83. 

(ii) Co ndensers .—Other than paper, mica and ceramic. 
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(ill) Resistances .—Other than carbon film re slaters upto 2 watts. 

(iv) Potentiometers, Volume control, Tone Control .—Wire wound types only 

will be allowed. 

(v) Loud-speakers .—Import of loud-speakers of diameters 12* and above will 

be allowed. (In the ease ot»elllptical loud-speakers the permissible 
size of diameters will be applicable to the major axis.)
